Report  of  Vale  End  Cemetery  Committee 


The  committee  for  the  care  of  Vale  End  Ceme- 
tery carried  on  the  work  of  previous  years.  The 
purchase  of  a  power  mowing  machine  for  cemetery 
work  assisted  us  greatly  in  keeping  the  yard  in  good 
condition  and  at  less  expense. 

Almost  all  of  the  wild  cranberry  is  now  gone, 
which  m.akes  the  general  appearance  better.  We 
would  state  that  since  no  burning  has  been  done  in 
the  cemetery  for  a  number  of  years  there  is  a  great 
increase  in  grass  growth.

Mr.  Archie  Thompson  did  the  work  for  us  dur- 
ing the  year  and  his  interest  has  been  appreciated 
by  the  committee.

Report  of  Fire  Department 


During  the  past  year  we  have  had  two  bad  fires 
of  unknown  origin,  the  Curtis  Mill  and  McGrath 
barn.  These  two  fires  had  a  good  start  and  the  de- 
partment did  well  to  hold  these  fires  in  check  and 
save  surrounding  property. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  still  alarms  for  chim- 
ney fires,  some  of  which  it  seems  could  be  avoided 
by  keeping  chimneys  in  a  cleaner  condition. 

We  have  found  some  very  bad  conditions  around 
some  of  these  chimneys,  such  as  waste  paper,  shav- 
ings, sawdust  chips,  and  wood  near  the  clean-out 
doors,  thimbles  rusted  out  that  should  be  replaced, 
bricks  that  should  be  relaid  and  clean-out  doors  in 
basements  in  poor  condition.  Owners  or  tenants 
have  been  told  of  these  conditions  and  we  hope 
others  will  profit  by  what  we  have  written. 

We  answered  alarms  in  Lyndeboro  and  Green- 
ville, and  feel  that  we  helped  to  save  considerable 
property.  Greenville  sent  us  a  check  for  $50.00  for 
our  help. 

We  hope  you  will  vote  us  the  money  we  have 
asked  for,  $2700.00,  as  we  need  it  to  keep  the  de- 
partment in  first  class  shape.

During  the  past  year  the  town  received  as  an 
addition  to  its  Town  Forest  land  from  the  Whiting 
family,  the  cut  off  tract  which  lies  directly  north  of 
the  Harvey  W.  Frye  Town  Forest  Lot.

The  committee  would  also  recommend  that  the 
Selectmen  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  turn 
over  to  the  care  of  the  Town  Forest  Committee  all 
forest  and  submarginal  lands  acquired  by  the  town 
under  tax  deeds.

One  was  set  by  children  playing  with  matches 
and  not  caused  by  hunters  as  first  supposed.  Par- 
ents, please  teach  your  children  that  danger. 

The  forest  fire  danger  in  hurricane  blow  down  is 
still  with  us  and  will  be  for  the  next  few  years, 
therefore,  I  wish  to  ask  every  person  in  Wilton  to 
be  alert  to  that  danger  and  report  any  signs  of 
smoke  or  fire  as  soon  as  humanly  possible  as  seconds 
count  in  cases  of  high  winds  and  low  humidity. 
Notify  the  Wilton  Telephone  operator  who  will 
know  how  to  get  the  proper  help. 

If  one  forest  fire  gets  out  of  control  it  could  cost 
thousands  of  dollars  before  being  subdued.

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Report  of^Park  and  Playground  Commission 

No  great  progress  in  the  development  of  the 
Whiting  Park  and  Playground  has  been  accom- 
plished during  the  past  year.  The  money  appropri- 
ated by  the  town  at  the  last  town  meeting  has  been 
used  mainly  to  eradicate  grass  and  weeds  from  the 
gravelled  paths,  keeping  the  park  mowed,  and  fill- 
ing up  hollows  with  earth  and  seeding  same  to  make 
the  park  more  level  and  attractive.  During  the  year 
the  commission  made  an  appeal  to  various  civic 
and  fraternal  organizations  in  the  town  for  contri- 
butions to  be  used  in  planting  trees  and  shrubs, 
which  was  one  of  the  conditions  the  park  was  given 
to  the  town.  Two  of  these  organizations  responded 
with  contributions  and  the  commission  is  holding  in 
its  hands  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  which  is  to  be 
used  for  this  particular  purpose. 

Plans  are  being  made  this  year  to  attempt  to 
reduce  the  cost  of  mowing  the  park  so  that  some 
of  the  money  appropriated  by  the  town  can  this 
year  be  used  in  addition  to  the  contributions  already 
given  to  start  some  of  the  plantings  which  the  town 
obligated  itself  to  do  when  it  accepted  the  gift  from 
the  Whitings. 

If  any  material  progress  along  this  line  is  to  be 
made  during  the  coming  year  the  commission  feels 
that  the  town  should  make  an  additional  appropri- 
ation of  $200.00  or  $500.00  in  all  to  the  Park  and 
Playground  Commission.

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Report  of  Planning  Board 


During-  the  past  fiscal  year  the  Planning  Board 
has  held  six  regular  meetings  at  which  discussion 
and  plans  were  made  in  relation  to  parking  prob- 
lems, both  present  and  future,  location  of  new  ac- 
commodations for  local  prisoners,  cemeteries,  pur- 
chase of  land  for  the  improvement  of  Main  Street, 
contemplated  reconstruction  and  re-routing  of 
Route  101,  rules  for  sale  of  cemetery  lots,  location 
of  new  sidewalks  and  zoning  ordinances. 

The  WPA  project  for  making  map  of  town  and 
setting  up  card  system  for  use  by  the  selectmen  were 
completed  during  the  year  and  we  now  have  a  very 
complete  map  of  the  whole  town  and  the  East  Wil- 
ton Village  District  showing  types  of  usage  and 
kinds  of  land,  which  should  be  interesting  and  in- 
structive to  all  of  our  citizens,  and  the  board  would 
recommend  that  citizens  inspect  these  maps  at 
their  leisure  in  the  Selectmen's  room.  As  a  part  of 
this  project  the  town  also  now  has  a  complete  aerial 
mosaic  photograph  of  the  whole  town  of  Wilton. 
This  photograph  was  made  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perry 
and  we  are  informed  that  Wilton  is  the  first  town  in 
the  State  to  have  such  a  photograph.  This  is  also 
open  for  inspection  by  the  citizens  in  the  Select- 
men's room. 

The  Planning  Board  is  now  working  on  a  pre- 
liminary suggestion  for  a  zoning  ordinance  dividing 
the  town  into  residential,  commercial,  industrial  and 
rural  districts.  The  whole  object  of  zoning  ordi- 
nances being  to  carefully  plan  for  future  develop- 
ment of  Wilton  to  preserve  its  attractions  and 
beauty  and  to  insure  the  rights  of  the  citizens 
against  undesirable  usage  of  property  which  would 
infringe  upon  the  rig^hts  and  privileges  of  our  citi- 
zens in  the  residential  and  rural  districts  of  the  town 
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and  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  morals  and  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  community  at  large.  It  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  Planning  Board  to  hold  general  pub- 
lic meetings  at  which  such  plans  will  be  presented 
to  the  citizens  and  for  general  discussion  so  that  all 
our  people  may  become  acquainted  with  the  pur- 
pose and  intent  of  such  zoning  ordinances.  It  should 
be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Planning  Board  or  zon- 
ing committee  cannot  make  any  rules,  regulations  or 
laws  for  planning  or  zoning  but  can  only  suggest 
plans,  rules  and  regulations  which  the  townspeople 
must  adopt  themselves  by  vote  at  town  meeting.  It 
is  the  desire  of  the  Planning  Board  that  any  citizen 
should  feel  perfectly  free  to  suggest  to  the  board 
any  plans  or  suggestions  which  they  may  have  along 
these  lines.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Wilton: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  eighteenth  annual  re- 
port as  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Supervision 

In  the  last  several  annual  reports  I  have  attempt- 
ed to  set  forth  v^^hat  we  are  doing  in  the  primary 
grades  with  the  important  subject  of  reading.  This 
emphasis  is  constantly  being  held,  and  is  extended 
to  the  succeeding  grades  year  by  year.  The  pupils 
who  were  in  Grade  One  when  we  began  this  special 
drive  are  now  in  Grade  Four,  except  those  who  have 
had  to  proceed  more  slowly  in  order  to  receive  the 
greatest  benefit  from  the  reading  instruction. 

As  one  observes  the  instruction  in  these  grades, 
one  sees  many  evidences  of  the  superiority  of  mod- 
ern methods  in  the  teaching  of  reading.  The  inter- 
est of  the  children  is  more  keen  and  real ;  their  con- 
fidence in  their  own  ability  is  greater;  the  progress 
of  the  timid  child  and  of  those  who  are  by  nature 
slower  than  the  average  is  more  sure  and  steady, 
because  they  are  not  forced  to  try  to  keep  the  pace 
of  the  faster  workers. 

More  concrete  evidences  of  gains  in  reading 
ability  in  the  various  grades  should  appear  as  time 
passes,  for  results  in  the  standardized  tests  used 
should  reveal  what  the  gains  may  be  in  reading  and 
in  the  other  subjects.  Already  there  is  some  evidence 
of  the  improvement  of  pupils  in  the  upper  grades, 
who  did  not  have  this  reading  program  while  in  the 
primary  grades  but  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  in- 
creased attention  teachers  have  given  to  reading  in 
the  middle  and  upper  grades.  The  average  gains  of 
the  pupils  in  these  grades,  as  indicated  by  the  scores 
they  made  in  the    reading   tests    of    the    Stanford 
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Achievement  Tests  in  successive  years,  is  shown  in 
the  following  table. 

This  study  includes  all  of  the  pupils  in  the  eight 
towns  of  this  Supervisory  Union.

In  this  table,  a  normal  growth  or  gain  for  a  full 
year  is  represented  by  1.00.  The  pupils  of  Grade  V 
in  October,  1938,  had  gained  .85  of  a  normal  year's 
growth  since  taking  the  test  in  October,  1937,  when 
they  were  in  Grade  IV;  but  in  October,  1939,  when 
they  were  in  Grade  VI,  they  had  gained  1.11  in  a 
year;  When  they  had  reached  Grade  VII  (in  Octo- 
ber, 1940)  they  had  made  a  gain  of  1.31  in  that 
year. 

A  similar  study  of  the  pupils  in  Grade  IV  in  Oc- 
tober, 1940,  shows  that  they  gained  1.25  from  the 
time  they  were  tested  in  Grade  III  in  October,  1939. 
This  measure  may  not  be  so  reliable  as  those  set 
forth  in  the  table,  however,  due  to  the  fact  that  we 
use  the  Metropolitan  Test  in  Grade  III  and  the  Stan- 
ford in  Grade  IV,  and  the  scores  are  not  quite  com- 
parable. 

General  School  Policy 

In  my  report  last  year  I  raised  the  question 
"What  can  Wilton  afford  to  offer  its  youth  of  high 
school  age"  and  briefly  outlined  what  Wilton  has 
done  in  the  more  recent  past  and  is  doing  at  present; 
closing  with  the  suggestion  that,  if  and  when  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  reduce  costs,  it  can  only  be  ac- 
complished by  a  reduction  in  the  offerings  of  the 
school  sufficient  to  permit  a  reduction  in  the  number 
of  teachers.  So  far  as  we  can  learn  at  the  present 
time    there    is    no    very    general  demand  for  such 
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changes  to  be  made ;  consequently  the  schools  have 
been  carried  on  this  year  on  the  same  plan  as  in  re- 
cent years,  and  no  change  is  proposed  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

It  was  shown  in  last  year's  report  that  high 
school  costs  in  Wilton  from  1934-1939  had  averaged 
$115.26  per  year;  the  coresponding  cost  for  1939- 
1940  was  $117.31.  The  state  average  for  the  five- 
year  period  mentioned  was  $107.23,  and  for  1939- 
1940  it  was  $105.23.  The  average  elementary  cost 
in  Wilton  for  the  five-year  period  was  $69.12,  and 
for  1939-1940  it  was  $82.54;  corresponding  state 
averages  v/ere  $74.07  and  $81.85,  respectively. 

While  school  enrollment  in  a  single  town  may 
fluctuate  widely,  it  may  be  interesting  to  note  that 
in  New  Hampshire  as  a  whole  elementary  school 
enrollment  was  on  the  increase  from  1922  to  1932 
at  an  average  rate  of  nearly  350  additional  pupils 
each  year,  while  the  period  from  1932  to  the  present 
time  has  shown  an  average  decrease  of  more  than 
700  pupils  per  year.  This  trend  is  country-wide  and 
is  attributed  to  the  declining  birth  rate.  High  school 
enrollments,  however,  have  shown  a  constant  in- 
crease; the  annual  increase  from  1922  to  1932  av- 
eraged nearly  700,  and  in  the  period  since  1922  has 
averaged  only  approximately  550.  This  probably 
means  that  high  school  enrollment  has  very  nearly 
reached  its  peak  in  New  Hampshire. 

The  trend  of  the  past  several  years  in  Wilton 
has  been  downward  in  both  high  school  and  elemen- 
tary pupil  enrollment,  the  figures  for  last  year  being 
shown  in  the  statistical  table  which  follows  this  re- 
port. 

Building  Maintenance 

The  cement  floors  in  the  basement  of  the  older 
part  of  the  main  building  were  taken  up  and  re- 
placed with  new  cement  last  summer,  and  the  class 
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rooms  in  the  older  part  of  the  building  where  mod- 
ern lighting  facilities  had  not  previously  been  in- 
stalled, were  equipped  with  similar  fixtures  to  those 
used  in  other  rooms,  and  the  open  wiring  was  re- 
placed with  concealed  metal  conduits.  When  this 
work  was  completed  there  was  not  enough  money 
to  redecorate  the  walls  and  ceilings  as  originally 
planned,  so  allowance  is  made  for  this  in  the  budget 
presented  for  1941-42,  the  work  to  be  completed 
next  summer. 

Any  further  renovation  of  the  basement  will 
have  to  be  planned  in  conjunction  with  the  project 
of  substituting  oil  for  coal  for  heating  purposes,  but 
no  recommendation  is  made  for  the  coming  year. 
There  still  remains  $2000.00  debt,  to  be  paid  off  in 
1941-1942  and  the  succeeding  year,  and  when  that 
is  cancelled  we  should  make  a  beginning  of  these 
and  some  other  projects. 

Budget 

The  only  budget  reductions  for  next  year  in  com- 
parison with  last  year's  budget  are  $200.00  in  minor 
repairs;  $150.00  in  new  equipment;  $1000.00  in 
payment  of  debt;  with  very  minor  reductions  in  in- 
surance, interest  on  debt  and  per  capita  tax,  and 
these  reductions  are  partly  offset  by  an  increase  of 
$500.00  in  the  cost  of  transportation.  There  will  be 
an  increase  of  $220.00  in  state  aid  and  probably 
about  $400.00  in  high  school  tuition  income,  with 
slight  reductions  in  the  amount  of  federal  aid  and 
income  from  trust  funds.  The  net  result  is  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  total  assessment  required  from  $29,200.00 
last  year  to  $27,646.00  for  the  coming  year.  The  in- 
creased cost  of  transportation  had  to  be  provided 
for  this  year,  because  of  the  location  of  one  family 
with  two  school  children  in  a  remote  section  of  Ab- 
bott Hill. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  record  with  very  great 
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satisfaction  and  pleasure  the  establishment  last 
spring  of  the  George  Blanchard  Scholarship  Fund 
which  was  set  up  by  Mrs.  Blanchard  in  conformity 
with  a  frequently  expressed  desire  on  the  part  of 
her  husband.  The  first  awards  made  were  $100.00 
scholarships  to  Frances  Doane,  Thelma  Gray,  and 
Shirley  Lyf  ord.  We  know  that  this  general  and  sub- 
stantial recognition  of  Mr.  Blanchard's  interest  in 
the  graduates  of  Wilton  High  School  will  aid  many 
boys  and  girls  in  the  years  to  come  in  their  efforts  to 
secure  further  education.

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HEADMASTER'S  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent,  School  Board  and  Citizens  of 

Wilton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as 
Headmaster  of  Wilton  High  School.  We  have  had 
an  enrollment  of  one  hundred  pupils  in  grades  nine 
through  twelve.  One-third  of  the  pupils  are  en- 
rolled in  each  of  the  three  curricula,  namely,  Aca- 
demic, Technical,  and  Home  Economics  or  Commer- 
cial. The  following  pupils  have  received  90%  or 
above  in  every  unit  subject  during  the  first  half  of 
this  year:  Barbara  Pierce,  Margaret  Pittman.  The 
following  have  received  80%  or  above  in  every  unit 
subject  during  the  first  half  of  the  year:  Olive  Ring, 
Edna  Wheeler,  Irene  Wesoja,  Dorothy  Broome,  Al- 
fred Jarest,  William  Maher,  Robert  Nichols,  Benja- 
min Holt,  Norma  Drislane,  Jean  Greeley,  David 
Young,  Gladys  Robinson,  Rupert  Smith,  Harriet 
Cleaves,  Marguerite  Crosby,  Walter  Hardy,  Theo- 
dore Tripp,  Margaret  Quigley,  Robert  Pittman,  Mil- 
ton Huber,  Edna  Glines. 

We  have  made  a  study  of  the  occupations  of  all 
of  our  graduates  for  the  past  twenty  years  and  we 
find  that  they  have  entered  nearly  fifty  occupations, 
but  that  more  than  half  of  them  either  entered  the 
local  mills,  teaching,  hospital  work,  farming,  or  do- 
mestic service.  Approximately  fourteen  per  cent 
secured  further  education  in  sixteen  different  col- 
leges and  normal  schools. 

The  graduates  of  1940  are  occupied  as  follows: 
Caroline  Woodbury,  Brown  University;  Shirley  Ly- 
ford  and  Warren  Fox,  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shie;  Dorothy  Chapman,  Keene  Teachers  College; 
Frances  Doane,  Thelma  Gray,  Anna  Hurley,  Vir- 
ginia Russell,  Business  College;  David  McGrath, 
Hillsboro  Mills;  Samuel  Proctor,  Machine  Shop; 
Avis  Botsford,    Alice  LaMarche,    Sarah  Edwards, 
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Dorothy  Lenz,  and  Verna  Mallows,  Domestic  Serv- 
ice. 

Our  attendance  up  to  the  present  time  is  93.98 
per  cent.  There  have  been  267  half-days  absence 
during  the  first  three  weeks  of  January.  This  was 
chiefly  due  to  the  prevailing  illness.  All  of  us,  par- 
ents, pupils  and  teachers,  should  strive  to  keep  at- 
tendance high  and  the  tardiness  low. 

The  annual  state  inspection  has  been  made  and 
we  have  received  our  rating  as  a  standard  class  A 
secondary  school  for  this  school  year. 

We  have  a  thirty-five  period  week  and  the  teach- 
ers are  teaching  or  conducting  study  halls  during 
the  number  of  periods  indicated  below:  Mr.  Cur- 
rier 24;  Miss  Grant  80;  Miss  Mailloux  30;  Mr,  Wil- 
kie  30  ;  Miss  Houlder  33 ;  Miss  Cunningham  30 ;  Miss 
Edwards  31;  Mr.  Pike  33;  Miss  Hughes  17. 

The  pupils  have  been  grouped,  in  the  physical 
education  classes,  so  that  their  ages  would  be  more 
uniform.  The  results  have  been  very  satisfactory. 
This  fact  and  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  upper 
grades  coupled  with  scheduling  of  music  periods  for 
large  groups  and  the  many  double  laboratory  peri- 
ods taught  by  several  teachers,  has  made  it  neces- 
sary for  some  pupils  to  plan  their  study  schedules 
with  more  care  than  in  the  past. 

We  have  endeavored  to  have  teachers  conduct 
supervised  study  during  part  of  the  class  period, 
and  to  carefully  clarify  the  assignments,  as  we  have 
longer  periods  than  some  schools  and  many  of  our 
pupils  have  various  extra-curricular  activities.  Our 
extra-class  activities  are  about  the  same  as  last  year 
and  the  pupils  do  splendid  work  in  these  activities, 
often  in  contests  with  larger  schools. 

The  pupils  and  teachers  appreciate  the  many  re- 
pairs and  improvements  which  were  made  in  the 
buildings  last  year. 
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I  want  to  thank  the  many  people  who  have  aided 
the  pupils  and  the  school  in  various  ways  during  the 
past  year.  In  closing  may  I  express  my  sincere  ap- 
preciation to  all  teachers,  to  Superintendent  Ames, 
and  to  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  their 
loyal  support  and  cooperation,  and  to  others  whose 
help  has  made  this  year  both  pleasant  and  profit- 
able.

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Report  of  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 

Five  new  funds  for  care  of  cemetery  lots  were 
received  during  the  year,  making  the  total  number 
of  funds  for  that  purpose  109.  One  fund  was  in- 
creased from  $100  to  $200. 

Funds  for  care  of  cemetery  lots  total  $11,760, 
with  income  for  year  $238.14.  The  sum  of  $255  was 
expended  during  the  year  for  care  of  lots.  On  July 
1,  1940  the  interest  paid  on  the  above  funds  was 
decreased  from  2%  to  ll^%. 

During  the  year  the  $1,000  Boston  and  Maine 
5%  Bond  was  exchanged  for  one  $500  New  4% 
First  Mortgage  Bond  due  in  1960,  one  $500  New 
41/^%  Income  Bond  due  in  1970.  This  refinancing 
was  insisted  upon  by  the  R.  F.  C.  which  agreed  to 
assist  the  B.  and  M.  Railroad  by  purchasing  a  large 
amount  of  these  bonds.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the 
State  Tax  Commission  that  this  exchange  was  per- 
missabie  and  as  the  majority  of  the  bond  holders 
agreed  to  make  this  exchange,  the  trustees  voted 
to  do  likewise. 

The  receipts  of  the  Howard  and  Spalding  School 
Funds  were  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  School  Dis- 
trict.
